Washington, D. C., Aug. 7.— 
B. M. Jewell, acting president of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
tonight wired all striking railway 
employes to return immediately to 
work pending President Wilson’s 
action on the wage adjustment. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 7.—[Spe- 
cial.]—President Wilson took the rail- 
road wage crisis into his own hands 
today and told the striking railroad 
shop employés to go back to work if 
they wanted their demands for in- 
creases considered. 

His request for legislation having 
been regarded as unnecessary by the 
senate committee on interstate com- 
merce, the president said a duty had 
been imposed upon him to act and he 
did so in no uncertain way in a letter 
to Director General Hines, which, in 
effect, orders railroad to | 
work and to obey the authority of 
their national organizations. 

Merits to Decide Demands. 

‘The president notified the director 
general to inform the railroad shopmen 
that their demand for increases would 
be considered on its merits, but that: 

Until the employés return to 
work and again recognize the au- 
thority of their own organization 

the whole matter must be at a 

standstill. 

The president also said, referring to 
the “careful consideration” which the 
administration is giving to the high 
cost of living, that this was a time 
“when every emplc’é of the railways 
should help to mz the processes of 
transportation more easy and econom- 
ical rather than less, and employés 
who are on strike are deliberately de- 
laying a settlement of their wage prob- 
lem and of their standard of living.” 
“They should promptly return to 
work,” the president’s letter to Direc. 
tor Hines conciuded, “and I hope that 
you will urge upon their representa- 
tives the neape necessity for their 
doing so.” 

Hines Writes to deities. 

Immediately upon receipt of the pres- 
ident’s letter Director Hines urged the 
strikers to return to work in the fol- 
lowing letter: 

“ Washington, D. C., Aug. 7.—Exec-. 
utive Council, Railway Employés’ De 
partment, American Federation of La- 
bor, B. M. Jewell, Acting President— 
Dear Sir: I inclose a letter I have just 
received from the president relative to 
the wage matter. It is obvious that it 
is of the highest importance, not only 
in the interest of the public but in the 
interest of the employés themselves, 
that they shall immediately return to 
work. 

“The situation having been clarified 
by the definite indication that congress 
does not wish to take action in the 
premises, the railroad agministration 
stands ready to take up the wage ques- 
tion on its merits with the duly accred- 
ited international officers and their au- 
thorized representatives as soon as the 
employés return to work.

LAUNCHED 
FOR BLAGK BELT 


to Give the Workers a 
Chance at Homes. 


Plans for reconstruction of the black 
belt and the providing of -suitable 
housing conditions for industrious 
Negroes, ‘which will enable those who 
wish to do so to have homes of their 
own, are to be taken up this after- 
noon at a joint meeting of the Chicago 
real estate board and the Association 
of Commerce. | 

Cc. R. Bixby, fleld agent for the bo- 
reau of industrial housing and trans- 
portation, is to attend, It is expected 
he will take a permanent in the 
effort to improve conditions. 

“This movement has been under 
way for two years and is only indi- 
rectly affected by. the recent race riots,” 
said Ivan O. Ackley, president of the 
real estate board. “If we can settle 
the housing problem satisfactorily we 
will dispose of 90 per cent of the race 
difficulties. We are trying to find the 
solution of the problem and believe we 


“It does, not seem to be generally 
understood there are two types of 
Negroes with whom we have to deal. 
One is the northern Negro, who is 
educated and industrious and does not 
make trouble, The other is the skift- 
less trouble maker from the south. 

“The better type of Negro has an 
inherent love of home. He wishes a 
cottage with a yard and is contented 
if he can get it. There are many build- 
ings in the black belt that could be 
remodeled so smal!) flats of from two 
to four rooms would be _ available. 
These could be made attractive and 
by such subdivisions the capacity of 
the district to accommodate its popu- 
lation would be increased greatly. 

“We plan to raise money with which 
the industrious Negroes can buy smal! 
homes and pay us back on the install- 
ment plan. Those who have dealt with 
the home loving type of Negroes affirm 
they are ‘good pay.’ Such a plan 
would smooth out many difficulties and 
provide our industries with much 
needed labor. 


Follow U. 8. Plan. 


“The plan we are following is the 
one worked out by the United States 
housing corporation, which worked all 
over the country. A great deal of its 
building was done in Akron, East St. 
Louis, Detroit, and South Bend. 

“The housing problem has been 
a disturbing element for a long time, 
and no one knows this better than the 
real estate man. When we get to- 
gether at this meeting I hope we can 
get things straightened out.” 

“One thing that must be remem- 
bered,” said Mr. Bixby, “is that it 
is estimated 8,000,000 foreigners of the 
laboring class will return to their own 
countries as soon as they can get 
away. At least 1,000,000 already have 
asked for passports. This will leave a 
serious gap in labor ranks.”

‘UNFAIR 


Swift’s Representative at 
Senate Hearing Says 
Profits Are Low. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 7.—[Spe- 
cial.J—“ The agitation against the 
packers is due to misunderstanding | 
and prejudice, and has been inflamed , 
by the one sided, exparte investiga- 
tion of the federal trade commission,” 
L. B. H. Weld of Chicago, represent | 
ing Swift & Co., today told the senate | 
subcommittee investigating alleged | 
profiteering in foodstuffs. 

Mr. Weld produced figures tending 
to show that the packers’ profits, 
spread over a tremendous business, 
have little effect upon the wholesale 
price of meat or the price paid to live 
stock producers. Take away these 
profits, he said, and there would be 
little difference in the price of beef. 


Only Investigated Packers. 
“When the federal trade commis- 
sion was instructed to investigate the 
meat business, we hoped it wouid in- 
vestigate the entire business from 
the calf on the farm to the steak in 
the kitchen,” said Mr. Weld. “ But 
the commission gave attention only 
to the packing end.” 

Mr. Weld admitted that the price of 
hides had increased greatly within 
the last four months, but he insisted 
this had not unduly boosted packers’ 
profits, and said the increase had 
been largely absorbed by prices paid 
to the live stock producers which were 
higher because of the increase in hide 
prices than it would be today if hides 
had not increased, and by the reduced 
price of wholesale dressed beef. 

The price of hides, he admitted, had 
increased from 28 cents in April to 
53 cents in August for heavy steer 
hides, and 22 cents to 61 cents on the 
lighter hides. 

Sell Cheap as Possible. 

{We believe,” said Mr. Weld, “that 
the packers sell meat wholesale as 
cheap as it is humanly possible to 
sell it. The only way in which it 
could be sold more cheaply is through 
the reduction of the price paid for live 
stock.” 

He said that the total business of 
Swift & Co. since Nov. 1 last, the be- 
ginning of the fiscal year for the com- 
pany, had been something over $900,- 
000,000. The profits had been for 
those eight months about $18,500,000, 
or 1.9 cents profit on each dollar of 
business the company did. 

The capital stock, he said, was $150,- 
000,000. The company made 11 per 
cent on it last year, as compared with 
21 per cent the previous year. Linfits 
in profits imposed by the food admin- 
istration were responsible in part for 
the reduced profits last year, he added. 


Stock Up Thirty Points.

Wheat Trades. 


Wheat trading is barred by the gov- 
emment monopoly, but barred mem- 
bers of the Baltic exchange are no 
engaged in an effort‘to get - enough 
oats, barley and Indian corn into the 
colntry to feed the live stock during 
the coming winter. The English oat 


crop is very poor, and barley is quite 
asbad. The grass is so poor that hay 
hag sold in some parts of the islands 
as high as $100 a ton. It is estimated 
that home grown feed will be exhaust- 
ed by Dec. 1. 

Great Britain will need practically 
all the ots, barley and corn it can buy 
and transport. Very large purchases 
ofeats already are made in the United 
States for England at prices consider- 
ably higher than those recently pre- 
valling in the United States. I am 
m@ the English demand for corn in 
November and December will be very 


great. 

. Fruits Half Crop. 

The great drought had a bad effect 
@ all vegetable and fruit crops. 


Sfawberries and other fruits were less 
than half an average crop, and prices 
Were very high. Since jam and mar- 
Malade are a part of the British break- 
fast, the shortage will be keenly felt. 
Jam manufacturers went far afield to 
buy fruit in Belgium and Holland, and 
expected that the prices of jam 

be much higher this winter. 
Another startling result of the 
fought was that forest and meadow 
ffes broke out in many parts of the 
Kingdom, and hundreds of square 
Miles of country were burned over. 
Baltic experts say that grain crops 
in Sweden and Norway are much be- 
low the average in both quantity and 
Mality. In Norway, the government 
Witrol has been entirely removed and 
trading is free. Wheat and all sorts of 
feeding stuffs are in great demand, 
oly limited by the available shipping. 

The strike of all agricultural laborers 
is Still in progress. As a result the 
Swedish government has introduced a 
bill in parliament extending its control 
@ trading in wheat and all foodstuffs 
Until August, 1920. 


; No Optimists in London.

“T have lived in a four room apart- 
ment at 7736 North Paulina street for 
the last three years,” reads Mr. Mil- 
ler’s letter to Ald Fisher. “ The first 
two years my rent was $37.50 a month. 
Last year it was $45 and now the land- 
lord has raised it to $65. 
“Some of the tenants are paying 
$37.50 this year; they have also been 
raised to $65, or an increase of about 
er cent.

MEN'S PROFITS 
HIT BY OFFICIAL 


Six of 17 Firms Getting 
More than 12 Cents, 
Food Chief Says. 


There are seventeen Chicago firms 
which do a large sugar business. There 
are fourteen wholesale prices for sugar. 
in Chicago today—and not one on what 
during war times the food administra- 
tion would have called a cost plus rea- 
sonable profit basis.

Leg and loin of veal are selling in 
cut rate shops in the loop and on the 
north side at from 30 to 33 cents and 
in shops that cater to a “high class” 
trade as high as 65 cents. The same 
is true of veal chops, which range in 
price from 32 to 50 cents. 
Lamb Prices Uniform. _ 
There seemed to be less variation in 
lamb than in anything else. Hind- 
quarters were selling at from 28%/‘to 
33 cents in all sections of the city. 
Cheese and eggs showed a consider- 
able range of prices, but dealers. ex- 
plained this was because of quality. 
Cheese ranged from 32 to 45 cents for 
American to 35 to 40 cents for cream 
brick.. Eggs were offered in the retail 
shops at from 45 to'56 cents. All were 
strictly fresh, dealers said, but de 
clared the higher priced ones were 
large ,selected eggs. 

In produce there was a similar range. 
Carrots and beets sold at from two 
bunches for 5 cents to 5 and 6 cents 
a bunch. Some of the difference ap- 
peared to be in the location of the shop 
—whether in a “high class” neighbor- 
hood or just an ordinary one—b 
much of it was in the quality of 
product. 

Hard to Compare Prices. 

An attempt to compare prices was 

difficult because of thé different 
methods of measuring. In the meats 
the farmer’s quotations were for: live 
stock, the packers for a whole side of 
meat, and the retailers for the pound 
of each particular cut. Few retail 
quotations for the lowest gfade of beef 
were lower than the price paid for the 
whole animal on the hoof. ; 
. The same was true of vegetables. In 
some sections farmers sold their pro- 
duce by the pound, in others by the 
bushel or peck, and in othefs by the 
crate or basket. In the retail stores 
this variation also apepared. Some 
stores offered tomatoes, for example, 
by the basket, while others sold them 
by the pound. . 

Much discontent at the prices was 
noticeable among buyers. There was 
haggling and complaining and a num- 
ber of persons were observed to leave 
various shops without purchasing.

March Says Camps Are 
Available to Try Out 
the Plan. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 7.—The per- 
manent military policy recommended 
by the war department, involving, 
under revised estimates, a standing 
peace army of 576,000, and universal 
military training fer youths of 19 years 


of age, would cost the country $900,- 
000,000 annually, Gen. Peyton C. 
March, chief of staff, today told the 
senaté military subcommittee consid- 
ering army legislation. 

Gen. March, who appeared as the 
first witness in behalf of the depart- 
ment’s bill, was unable to conclude his 
statement today and will appear again 
tomorrow. 

Secretary Baker will present his 
views to the committee next week and 
Gen. Pershing and other experts later. 

$95,000,000 for Training. 

Of the $900,000,000 which the pro 
gram would cost, Gen. March said, 
$798,660,000 would be required for the 
upkeep of the proposed standing army, 
while three months’ intensive training 
for 19 year old youths would cost $94,- 
066,500 annually. He estimated the 
per capita cost for this training at 
$144.75. 

The chief of staff asserted that the 
present time was most appropriate for 
inauguration of a system of military 
training, inasmuch as military camps 
and the necessary equipment were in 
readiness over the country. 

_. Term Cut to Three Months, 

“The witness said that when unt- 
versal military training first was con- 
sidered by a committee of the general 
staff nine months’ training was recom- 


seven. In the belief that a form of 
training should be adopted that would 
create the least disturbance to the body 
politic, the training period, upon his 
recommendation, he said, was reduced 
to three months. 

The war department bill, Gen. March 
said, contemplates twenty-one divi- 
sions of regulars. Three of these di- 
visions, or about 18,000 men, would be 
stationed in outlying possessions, 
while eighteen divisions, or about 372,- 
000, would be used in camps through- 
out the country for the purpose of 
training men under the universal mili- 
tary plan. 

_ Means Billions of Dollars. 

Had some system of universal train- 
ing been in effect when the United 
States entered the war, Gen. March 
told the committee, “billions of dol- 
lars” would have been saved. 

In urging passage of the bill the 
head of the general staff said that it 
had been formulated from experience 
resulting from the war and said it was 
necessary for this country to adopt 
some kind of a military policy that 
would not “find us unprepared as we 
were when we went into this war.”

CASH’N’CARRY MILK. | 

During the recent strike of the milk drivers Tus 
TRIBUNE urged the installation of cash and carry 
milk depots. There has been a renewal of that 
suggestion and THz TRIBUNE now hopes there may 
be a realization of the plan. 

The cash and carry plan need not interfere with 
the delivery system, because there will always be 
those who prefer service and are willing to pay 
for it. A majority of householders, the habit being 
fixed upon them, will no doubt find it inconvenient 
to walk out before breakfast to buy their morning 
‘cream, even though the process will save them 
many dollars in the course of a year. 

But because many want their milk bottles deliv- 
ered at the back door, there is no good reason why 
others should not have the opportunity to save 
money if they are so minded. A nickel a day 
armounts to some $18.25 in a year, or the interest, 
in a savings bank, of more than $600; to those 
who use two quarts of milk a day the interest on 
more than $1,200; not to be sneezed at. 

The public should be convinced by this time that 
economy is the main road to economic adjustment. 
The milk industry is one which offers a plain and 
simple bypath of saving. Millions yearly can be 
saved to the people of Chicago if milk stations 
can be installed at convenient points; and more 
than this, thousands of children can have more 
milk, and, therefore, better health.

One reads with almost a smile the credulity Mr.| means the opportunity of the private owners to 
make good. 

We have seen what may happen—what has hap- 
pened—to public utilities under government con- 
trol. The trend of public comment has been that 
of harsh criticism of federal direction and of belief 
that private ownership is infinitely superior. The 
action of the private owners must now demon- 
strate the correctness of the criticism. 

The telegraph and telephone companies will find 
themselves confronted with grave problems of read- 
justment. All the ills of government control will 
affect in some degree the immediate future of the 
service. The companies must eliminate the evils 
and appropriate the virtues in such a way as to 
assure the public of better service than it has 
had during the war, while at the same time settling 
the various disputes aroused in the last year. 

It is probable the misfortunes of telephone and 
telegraph service will be charged to the private 
owners in spite of the fact that they have been 
only remotely responsible. This is one of the 
things the owners must bear. The public will ex- 
pect good service and will be impatient with expla- 
nations. 

The real patriotism of the owners will appear 
not so much in turning over the lines to the gov- 
ernment and assisting in their operation but in 
straightening out the kinks, now that they have 
their properties back again. 

On the success of the companies in resuming 
efficient management of the lines will depend the 
attitude of the public toward large utilities. If 
service is good we will be near the adjustment of 
a great problem. If it is bad we will continue to 
remain on stilts in one field of endeavor at least. 


| Editorial of the Day a 


HISTORY IN THE GARDEN, 
[New York Times.] 

Mr. Henry Ford, one infers, is a tolerant person. 
For himself, he regards history as “ bunk,” but has 
no objection to others wasting on it the time that 
might otherwise be employed in earning the price of 
an automobile. But his lawyer, Mr. Murphy, seems 
to be animated by a desire to undermine the founda- 
tions of learning. “Adam did not have any history,” 
says the counselor, “and I think he got on pretty 
well.” Naturally, Mr. Murphy did not mean that 
nothing of a historical character ever happened to 
Adam; this could hardly be contended by one who 
ever heard of Adam at all. So he must mean that 
our first ancestor did not know any history, and got 
on very well without it. 

But Adam did not live in Detroit, nor in these times. 
Adam, for that matter, had no motor car, yet he got 
around the garden somehow. He also got on with a 
limited wardrobe. But Eden is one thing and Detroit 
is another. Mr. Murphy might have argued that if 
Adam had had a car he could have run over the ser- 
pent before misfortune befell the human race, put 
the troublé with Adam was that he and his family did 
not know that the serpent was an undesirable ac- 
quaintance. ._Had he studied herpetology he might 
have learned something to his advantage, just as 
some of his descendants might have made fewer 
blunders had they studied more history. 

Even Adam would have fared better if he had haa 
an education. And since his day the world has ad- 
vanced from primal unity to twentieth century multi- 
plicity ; some idea of how it has made this progres- 
sion is a useful element in the education of Jater 
Adams. 


French-American treaty may noc have been Mr. 
Wilson’s project, but that he “ firsg, heard it from 
him.” As well allege that France, first in the bat- 
tle line and chief in danger, is not intelligent 
enough to realize its continuing danger and the 
need for armies and alliances. 

Mr Lansing need not have admitted that the 

fourteen points went into the discard. His State- 
mert that the senate ought not have the Paris 
discussions because “it might irritate other na- 
tions” is sufficient to indicate that while the peo- 
ple fought the war the rulers made peace. Thus 
comes an entirely acceptable conclusion, which is 
that only the heads of delegations know the inside 
workings of the Versailles conference. 
Mr. Lansing admitted he does not know. Sena- 
tors, by calling incessantly for information, profess 
that they do not know. Yet the president insists 
upon an unabridged peace as made by him. 

Who is the state? 

Throughout Mr. Lansing’s unedifying discourse 
there was a most remarkable reluctance to come 
out boldly with facts, a tactful curvetting and pi- 


some disclosure. 

Mr. Wilson has shown reluctance all along. His 
attitude is reflected in that of the secretary of 
state, who is his spokesman in this contingency. 
The senate wants information that it may act 
toward its constitutional duty of “ advice and con- 
sent.” How can it advise and consent when it is 
denied the facts which are locked in the brain of 
the president? 

Mr. Lansing’s statement is marked by two char 
‘acteristic negatives: that he did not know, or that 
only the president knows. In either case the re- 
sult is the same—the senate blindly groping with- 
out the facts. : 

‘ Treaty making is an act of state. But so far as 
the act of state relating to the Versailles treaty is 
concerned there is apparently no state but Mr. 
Wilson.

At last we can take a little thrill of interest out 
of pacifism—as it is being practiced by Miss Flor- 
ence Holbrook of Chicago and her associates in 
Poland. Their idea is to disarm the other fellow. 

The Polish people may not be taking kindly to 
the suggestion that they disarm—the subject of the 
preachment seldom does—but it can be said with 

_ all justice to everybody that if pacifism has any 
virtues they apply to the whole world and not 
alone to the United States. 
Thus far our experience has been with home 
pacifists; those who want our own nation to dis- 
arm; totally disregarding the fact that to put down 
one’s club while all the neighbors are clamoring 
| bout with their guns and staves isn’t exactly a 
pisplay of high intelligence. 
Poland claims to be beset on three sides by 
dangerous and well armed enemies; so, of course, 
Poland wil! be difficult to convince. After a nation 
has been disarmed for several centuries and has 
been partitioned and repartitioned, and finally gets 
freedom, it is a rather tedious process convincing 
it that after all it is best to trust to the good 
nature of the neighbors. | 

If American pacifists feel the urge to preach 
their doctrines, we could not recommend a better. 
course than that they preach in some country 
other than the United States; for by eo doing they

BEDBUGS. 


size 8x10, has unfortunately be- 
come infested with bedbugs. I 
@ have tried everything I can think 
of, including gasoline, Paterman’s 
bug liquid, C-N, a disinfectant, and other 
remedies to no avail. I am in despair. 
They have gotten into an unholstered 
davenport and will probably extend to 
other rooms of the apartment (first 
floor). The room being so small it was 
suggested to me to cover the openings 
around the door and window sash and 
turn oh the illuminating gas and allow 
it to run about one or two hours and 
then turn off. Then keep the room 
closed, say about a half day. Would 
this have the desired effect in extermi- 
nating the pest? I recognize a certain 
danger in attempting this, but feel that 
by using extra care and keeping all 
lights off in the whole flat during the 
period we may succeed and rid ourselves 
of an intolerable nuisance. Probably you 
can suggest some better way.” 


REPLY. 

I have never heard of illuminating gas 
being used to kill bedbugs. As you indi- 
cate, it is highly dangerous in that it is 
inflammable. If you try it I would like 
to know whether it succeeds, The public 
health service recommends the burning 
of sulphur in badly infested rooms. Stop 
all cracks thoroughly, set a tub in the 
center of the room, In this place two 
bricks and on these set a pan containing 
the required amount of sulphur. 
two inches of water in the tub. Use 
three pounds of sulphur for each 1,000 
cubic feet of space in the room. Pour 
‘some alcohol over the sulphur, set it on 
fire, and leave the room. The room 
should not be opened for eight hours. Re- 
peat ten days later if necessary. The 
Pennsylvania department of health rec- 
ommends: 

Oil of mirbane. OUNCO 
Crystallized carbolic acid.......32 ounces 
Kerosene ..... OUNCES 

Add the oil of mirbane to the kero- 

sene, stirring slowly. Liquefy the car- 
bolic by standing the can in hot water. 
Mix the kerosene and the liquid carbolic. 
Use with an atomizer. The mixture is 
poisonous. 
The Maine board of health recom- 
mends sulphur fumigation, cyanide fu- 
migation, and carbon bisulphide fumi- 
gation in the order given. ,

Mrs. H. R. writes: “Our baby fs 6 
months old and weighs only twelve 
pounds. At birth he weighed eight and 
one-half pounds. The nurse cramped 
him and he could not keep it on his 
stomach from the very first, so after ten 
weeks of that I was advised to wean 
him, but have found that cow's milk, va- 
rious prepared baby foods, and goat's 
milk have acted the same way. He con- 
tinually throws up, but does not cramp 
much until evening. Lately I have been 


giving him zwieback and graham crack- 


ers between feedings. The solid food 

does not cramp him and he keeps it 

down, but his weight remains about the 

same. His bowels are usually in a good 

condition. His eyes are bright and he 

is active, but looks undernourished.”

You seem to be coming through » difficult 
situation very well. Try cow's milk period- 
ically, say once every month. Begin by 
giving a mixture of one part milk and two 
parts water, If he holds this down increase 
the strength gradually. Try buttermilk some 
time in place of ordinary milk. If that dis- 
agrees try some one of the albumin milks, 


Continue using zwieback and:cereal. Use 


plenty of butter on it. Give him some finely 
chopped spinach.

The ordinary advice to a per- 
eon wishing to put on flesh is to eat a bowl 
of milk and q@ackers or sugared rice twice 
a day in addition to the table diet, not to 
worry, to be calm, to be regular and method- 
ical, to go to bed soon after. supper and 
sleep eight or nine hours.

Ten thousand bronze and silver Vic- 
tory buttons are in Chicago and ready 
for distribution to discharged soldiers. 
The Central Army Recruiting station, 
526 South State street, is the only place 
where the buttons may be obtained. 


Col. Ballou, chief recruiting offer in 
Chicago, has ordered abandoned the 
branch office, that was at first estab- 
lished in the Hearst building, and from 
which the first Victory buttons were 
issued, at least as far as the new but- 
ton distribution is concerned. 


Soldiers Complain. 


Complaints from returned soldiers, 
who decided ‘to do without their but- 
tons rather than be forced to go to an 
office not entirely controlled by the 
government, and who had to wait in 
line for hours at a time, is said by 
army recruiting men to be responsi- | 
ble for the change. 

“We have 8,400 buttons in the office 
here now,” said Col. Arnold, recruit- 
ing supply officer for the Chicago dis- 
trict. “At the Zone supply office there 
are 5,000 more bronze buttons and 1,000 
more silver buttons. We have shipped 
500 bronze buttons and 100 silver but- 
tons to Milwaukee for distribution and 
will continue in the same ratio until 
Milwaukee has 3,000 buttons. But

CLEVELAND 
INVESTORS, LIKE 
MEN, ASK RAISE 


Fares There 5 Cents, 
with 1 Cent Transfer, 
Against 7 Here. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

Cleveland, O., Aug. 7.—While Chi- 
cago will pay 7 cents street car fare 
tomerrow, Cleveland will pay 5, with 
_an extra cent for a transfer. This city 
‘claims to have reduced fares recently 
'and at the same time increased wages. 

But the novel feature of the Cleve- 
land fare situation is the request of 
stockholders of the surface lines for 
a larger dividend than 6 per cent on the 
5 cent plus fare schedule. 

“What's the reason for that?” was 
asked President John J. Stanley of the 
traction company. 

“Exactly the same reason the men 
have,” he replied. “ The cost of living 
has gone up for the stockholders as 
well as for the trainmen. Seven per 
eent dividend now is not as much as 
6 when the ordinance was granted. 
See what we have done for the people. 
We gave them a 3 cent fare for nine 
years.” 


City Weighs Request. 

The city is considering the request 
seriously. The third arbitrator to de- 
cide the question was appointed today. 

“It was this way,” explained Fielder 
Stanton, city traction commissioner. 
“We had a street car strike of two 
days. The men struck, and in effect 
the stockholders struck. Both desired 
more income. 

“ We increased the wages of the men 
about 38 per cent and gave residents 
an opportunity to reduce their car fare 
about 10 per cent. The fare was 5

Shorter “ Hauls” the Secret. 

| “This is the answer,” said President 
Stanley. “The average haul in Chi- 
cago is about five miles. In Cleveland 
‘it is approximately two and one-quar- 
ter miles. The average fare in Chicago 
has been 2.84 cents, while in Cleveland 
in the last seven months it has been 
3.85 cents. That’s the whole story.” 

Chicago has had free _ transfers. 
Cleveland brings the passengers to 
the public square and dumps them out 
on the street. If they want to trans- 
fer they must dig up another cént. 
That extra cent means about $900,000 
a year in revenue, vr equal to mgre 
than 3 per cent dividend upon the cap- 
italization of $29,000,000. 

“More than 90 per cent of the trac- 
tion companies are just going,” contin- 
ued Mr. Stanley. “Cleveland, Phila- 
delphia and Minneapolis are in good 
shape at present, but the others are 
not.” | 

“The yellow newspapers and the pol- 
iticians shoujd let up on the traction 
systems. ey should turn around 
and help, because the systems are in 
poor shape.” 

How Fares Are Adjusted. 

The Cleveland franchise has a sta- 
bilizing fund of $500,000, from which 
eertain fixed charges are paid, includ- 
ing interest. When that fund goes 
above $700,000 fares are reduced. 
When it goes below $400,000 fares are 

increased. The ordinance at present 
‘has a minimum and maximum fare, 
beyond which no change can be made. 
‘Mr. Stanley desires no limit. 

“Chicago car riders pay for too 
many things other than transporta- 
tion,” he commented. “ Cleveland does 
not require car riders to pave streets, 
clean streets, repair paverents, or turn 
surplus money into the municipal treas- 
ury.” 

On these public benefits, including 
| taxes, the Chicago surface lines paid 
| $41,000,000 in 1917. 
| “Our street car riders pay only for 
transportation,” added Commissioner 
Stanton. “They support the lines 
| without kicking when the fares are 
'raised. They are willing to pay the 
‘cost of transportation. Before Aug. 1, 
'1918, we had a maximum wage for 
'trainmen of 35 cents. The nthe war 
board made it 48 cents, and a month 

ago we made it 60 cents.”
